1 . The amendment filed on 07/02/2007 canceling all claims drawn to the elected invention and presenting only claims drawn to 
a non-elected invention is non-responsive (MPEP § 821.03). The remaining claims are not readable on the elected invention because: 
Applicant, in canceling the claims and presenting new claims, dismissed the restriction requirement part of the Office Action sent on 
05/30/2007. In the requirement, it was specifically asked to restrict the claims to the groups presented. Applicant tries to obviate the 
requirement by rewriting all the claims and not addressing the aspects that necessitated the restriction. An amended set of claims, 
responsive to the restriction as originally sent, as well to the species election is required.
